DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The applicant's amendment, received 2-17-2012, overcomes the examiner's 
rejection. Hence claims 1, 5, 8-10, 12-13, 18 and 20-30 are allowed while claims 2-4, 6- 
7, 11, 14-17 and 1 9 have been cancelled. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . The applicant has amended as per the recommendations of the examiner. He 
therefore believes the claims to be novel over the prior art of record.
